Syria, Israel clash 
along Golan Heights

Syria and Israel clashed again in 
several 
areas along the Golan 
Heights front today and Syrian 
military spokesmen accused Israeli 
gunners of shelling three inhabited 
Syrian villages 
The spokesmen in Damascus said 
Israeli and Syrian forces exchanged 
artillery fire in the northern and 
central 
sectors 
of 
the 
Golan 
Heights. 
He said the exchange 
started at 9 15 a m in the northern 
sector, and later spread to the 
central sector. Fighting continued 
into 
the 
afternoon, 
the 
Syrian 
communique said 
Syria claimed to have knocked out 
Israeli artillery at Teloul Fathmah 
and Tel Mari and to have inflicted 
“ heavy 
casualties” 
on 
Israeli 
forces. 
There 
was 
no 
immediate 
comment from the Israeli military 
command in Tel Aviv 
It was the second consecutive day 
that fighting has been reported on 
the Golan Heights front after a lull 
of a few days. 
During that lull, Israeli Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban said the Soviet 
Union was pressuring Syria 
to 
release a list of Israeli prisoners of 
war held since the October Middle 
East war 
Such a list would fulfill an Israeli 
precondition for talks on a troop 
disengagement agreement along the 
front similar to one worked out by 
U.S. Secretary’ of State Henry A. 
Kissinger between Israel and Egypt 
on the Sinai front.

Kissinger calls for unity 


W A S H IN G T O N 
( U P I ) 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
A 
Kissinger offered today to share 
American oil in emergencies with 
allies and called for unity of action 
to 
head 
off 
another 
Great 
Depression in a world vulnerable to 
the Arab embargo. 
Ultimately, 
Kissinger 
said 
in 
opening a 13 nation conference on 
oil, the oil-producing states and the 
oil-importing 
states 
must 
get 
together in their own self-interest on 
a 
long-term definition of what 
constitutes a fair price for oil. 
Otherwise, the Arabs will lose their 
market, he said. 
Kissinger 
attacked 
go-it-alone 
tendencies of European countries, 
especially France, which are far 
more dependent on Arab oil than the 
United States. 
“ These global dilemmas cannot 
be 
avoided 
through 
exclusive 


bilateral arrangements,” Kissinger 
said. 
France has been bargaining with 
the Arabs by itself and Sunday 
announced a $5 billion deal with 
Iran. Japan, 
another dependent 
country, urged a go-slow policy 
toward 
any 
move 
likely 
to 
antagonize the Arabs. 
In the Mideast, 
Libya, 
Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait all denounced 
the meeting of the World Energy 
Conference, called by the United 
States. 
Libya 
called 
it 
“ an 
American trap ” 
It appeared doubtful that the two- 
day conference would meet the 
original 
U.S. 
goal—a 
“ code of 
conduct 
to govern two-way deals 
between oil-buying states and the 
oil-exporting states to prevent the 
Arab countries from playing off the 
industrial 
nations 
against 
each 
other.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Federal 
energy chief William E Simon says 
there is now enough home heating 
oil so that refineries can begin using 
more of their crude oil to make

Simon's long-awaited decision to 
shift

priorities 
in 
preparation for the summer was 
announced Sunday as motorists in 
four states and the District of 
Columbia prepared to adopt the 
“ Oregon 
plan'' 
for 
gasoline 
rationing 
and 
as 
government 


officials said truck traffic continued 
to climb and incidents of violence to 
fall 
Officials of the United States and 
12 other oil consuming countries 
meanwhile were starting a two-dav 
conference here on how to deal with 
shortages and high costs of oil 
On Sunday Simon said that some 
refiners already have increased 
gasoline output and that reports 
indicate gasoline production for the 
week ending Feb. 1 was 2 per cent 
higher than the week before 


“ We want refiners who have 
adequate distillate 
and 
residual 
stocks to increase gasoline yields in 
order to alleviate some of the 
shortages we are experiencing. 
Simon said “ However, we must be 
cautious about making shifts to 
maximum 
gasoline 
production 
where inventories of distillate and 
residual stocks are not adequate 
“ We will continue to monitor fuel 
supplies and refinery yields through 
the new Federal Energy Office 
reporting system to make certain

Independent and company trucks 
crowded back onto the nation's 
highways today in a massive back 
to-work 
movement 
which could 
bring a quick end to the 11-day 
drivers’ strike 
In some areas, however, hard­ 
core dissidents balked at endorsing 
an agreement hammered out in 
Washington and voted to keep their 
rigs off the road In Pennsylvania, 
the scene of numerous incidents of 
violence during the strike State 
Police 
reported 
truck 
traffic 
“ pretty much back to normal ” 
A survey of State Police barracks 
showed only scattered overnight 
violence and an increase in trucking 
by “ almost 100 per cent” even in 
some 
sections of 
western 
and 
northeastern Pennsylvania that had 
been blanketed by heavy predawn 
snows. 
Officials in Harrisburg said they 
were considering a reduction in the 
number of National Guard troops 
activated because of the strike. 
Some companies, including Jones & 
Laughlin Steel Corp at Pittsburgh, 
were recalling employes who had 
been furloughed because of the 
strike. 
In Tennessee. 
Utah, Virginia, 
Texas, South Carolina. New York 
and Georgia, truck 
traffic was 
reported normal or nearly so. 
Scattered 
violence 
continued, 
spreading to the West Coast for the 
first time in the work stoppage 
In Pittsburgh, a spokesman for 
the Truckers Unity Committee, an 
umbrella organization which claims 
to represent most of the striking 
factions, said drivers were “ voting

Maybe like 
the 
Pyramids of 
Cheops and the Mona Lisa. Philip 
Bergstressers own project will go 
down in history’ as a feat attesting to 
man’s 
ingenuity. 
It 
should 
be 
recorded in Lompoc, if not world, 
history books. 
Over the past year, Bergstresser 
installed a nine rank pipe organ 
(designed for a 700 member church) 
in his four member home at 300 
Somerset 
Place 
in 
Crestview 
Terrace. 
“ Very few people have seen a pipe 
organ up close. The come in here 
and 
stand 
in 
awe,” 
claimed 
Bergstresser. 
who 
works 
as 
a 


computer 
scientist 
for 
TRW 
Systems on Vandenberg Air Force 
Base 
His 
monumental 
endeavor 
involved three months to plan the 
organ's 
d ism antling 
and 
reassembling, 
an 
exhausting 
weekend to dismantle and haul it to 
Lompoc, another three months to 
reassemble the instrument, and the 
last six months to build a special 
room to enclose the organ’s 498 
pipes and 20 chimes. 
In the process, Mr. and Mrs. 
Bergstresser and their two children 
lost their garage and gained a 6 x 8 
foot wall speaker 
Bergstresser 
said, 
“ the 
only 
reason it (the speaker) is not bigger 


is because that’s the whole wall.” 


The huge instrument, a 
1959 
Sullivan, contains nine pipe sets 
with each set having one pipe for 
each note on a keyboard At one 
time, the organ can produce 18 
tones. 


Sitting in their dining room, the 
console 
has 
two 
complete 
keyboards. In the garage, a U/2 
horse power motor drives a blower 
which 
filters 
compressed 
air 
eventually released by valves up the 
different pipes. 
Bergstresser purchased the organ 
one year ago from a church in Los 
Angeles that was replacing it for a 
bigger one 


“ The three months of planning, 
he said “ involved how to label each 
pipe and 250 wires so they could be 
removed 
and 
reassembled 
(correctly)... and how I could fit it 
in the garage and still have room for 
the washer, dryer and motorcycle 
Each pipe, ranging in length from 
3/8 of an inch to 16 feet, had to be 
gingerly wrapped and packed in 
moving boxes The soft metal pipes 
are made of tin and lead, the wood 
pipes are made of sugar pine, a 
knotholeless wood 
It took Bergstresser and a friend. 
Lynn Cook. 43 hours of steady work 
to dismantle and transport the pipe 
organ in a 20 foot U Haul truck

Band and 500 friends, neighbors and 
others who wanted to get a glimpse 


of the three rookie spacement who

day flight 
Pogue said the flight taught him 
the importance of the individual 
‘Every team is made up of 
individuals,” he said “ I just exhault 
over my new love affair with the 
human race.

" I spent the next three months rewiring 
and connecting all the air hoses, getting the 
pipes in place, plus modifying the wall 
betw een the garage and living room to 
allow the organ to be heard.” 
M rs. B erg stresser’s uncle flew out from 
New Je rse y to help re-design the wall into 
a giant speaker. This phase finished, the 
organ w as plaved for the first tim e on Aug 
4, 1973. 
The last six m onths B erg stresser spent 
building a room 
within the garage to 
encase the pipes. It was constructed with 
double walls to control air tem perature 
around the pipes, to keep out the blow er’s 
noise, to reflect pipe sounds b etter into the 
house, and keep 
pipe sounds from going 
outside and bothering neighbors. 
Because the pipe room ceiling is eight 
feet high, 16 pipes had to be shortened and 
cut at an angle. However, they m aintain 
their tonal quality. 
Inside, this cham ber looks like a boiler 
room. The m etal pipes m easure seven 
inches across to less than an inch 
The 
largest wooden pipes m easure 7 x 9 inches 
in diam eter. 


The obvious question is why? 


“ The organ is a fantastic instrum ent that 
dem onstrates the creativity of God I want 
to play it in tribute to God,” explained 
B erg stresser, 
who 
has 
“ alw ays” 
been 
interested in organs. 


Why didn’t he settle for a conventional 
electric organ, com m only found in homes'* 


“ That is a technical question.” he began 
The difference between a pipe organ and an 
electric 
organ 
is 
like 
the 
difference 
between a 
150 m em ber chorus and an 
am plified 
quartet. 
Such a 
quartet, 
he 
com pared, can attain the volume of a 
num bered chorus but not its 
sound or 
body. 


To date other Som erset P lace residents 
have lodged 
no com pliants about loud 
organ m usic, and they won’t according 
to B erg stresser 


“ Most people think it is loud because of 
the size, but how loud can a bunch of flutes 
be? That basically is an organ ” 
As far as B erg stresser knows his is the 
only pipe organ in Lom poc Valley. 
His next p ro ject? Organ lessons.

Team coach and administrator 
Maury Sipes has lined up 13 big 
meets, all out of town, beginning 
with the San Jose Invitational on 
March 16 and ending with the Senior 
Nationals in Bakersfield on June 25- 
29. In between are meets at such 
locations as 
Phoenix, Las Vegas, 
Lakewood, and UCLA. 


“ Our purpose,” said Sipes, “ is to 
provide

program for athletically inclined 
girls who have the ability and desire 
to excel in track We want to give

Presidency lives on 


WASHINGTON — Here are words 
that should be written up for all to 
read They are words that say more 
about the tragic confusion of our 
time than anything I have seen 
anywhere! 
“Our government 
is the potent, the 
omnipresent 
teacher. For good 
or ill. it teaches the 
whole people by ex­ 
ample. 
Crime 
is 
contagious. If the 
government 
becomes 
a 
law­ 
breaker, it breeds 
contempt for law; it 
invites every man 
to become a law 
unto himself ; 
it invites anarchy. 


“ To 
d eclare 
that 
in 
the 
administration of the criminal law 
the end justifies the means — to 
declare that the government may 
commit crimes in order to secure 
the conviction of a private criminal 
— would bring terrible retribution.” 


That is from a dissent by Justice 
Louis D. Brandeis in a case brought 
before the Supreme Court of the 
U n i t e d 
S t a t e s 
i n v o l v i n g 
wiretapping. 
This 
was 
during 
prohibition 
and 
the 
government 
argued that wiretapping — an illegal 
invasion of privacy — was justified 
to obtain 
evidence 
of 
massive 
violation of the law prohibiting the 
sale of alcoholic beverages. In 
short, it was the virtuous end 
justifying the unlawful means. 


This pernicious doctrine is at the 
root of the justification within the 
Nixon 
adm inistration 
for 
the 
criminal acts now unfolding in a 
continuing series of indictments. 


These 
acts, 
using 
national 
security as the pretext, have fouled 
the 
atm osphere. 
As 
Justice 
Brandeis said, government is the 
omnipresent teacher for good or ill. 
If, as we are seeing, government 
teaches 
deception, 
evasion 
and 
defiance of the law. then this is an 
invitation to anarchy.

That passage from the Brandeis 
dissent is quoted by Merle Miller in 
his book ‘‘Plain Speaking,” an oral 
biography of Harry Truman. 
‘‘Plain 
Speaking” 
is 
rapidly 
moving up on the best seller list 
which is hardly surprising since the 
kind of blunt speech that was Harry 
Truman’s trademark is a rarity 
today. Based on a series of tapes 
made after Truman had left the 
White 
House, 
the 
pungent 
convictions 
of 
the 
man 
from 
Independence come out loud and 
clear. 
His scorn for Richard Nixon is 
immeasurable, his contempt for 
Dwight Eisenhower and the slack 
years of the Eisenhower presidency 
hardly concealed. 
A hero was Gen. George Catlett 
Marshall whom Truman drafted 
during the crisis of the Korean war 
to be secretary of state and then 
se c re ta ry 
of 
defense. 
The 
touchstone 
Truman 
applied 
to 
Marshall was integrity and he never 
failed the test. 
Senator 
Barry 
Goldwater 
the 
other 
day 
called 
Truman 
the 
greatest President of this century. 
That 
is 
the kind 
of 
sweeping 
judgment 
Truman 
himself 
was 
capable 
of 
although, 
with 
the 
mode sty 
that 
was 
also 
a 
characteristic, he would never have 
put himself anything like as high. 
In a century that has seen the two 
Roosevelts, TR and FDR, and 
Woodrow Wilson, there is a lot of 
room for argument. 


Coming out of the compost heap of 
the corrupt Prendergast machine in 
Kansas City, no scandal was ever 
attached 
to 
Truman. 
Minor 
peccadilloes, deep freezes and a 
mink coat or two, were attached to 
certain 
figures 
in 
the Truman 
administration. How minor they 
seem today! He lived up to the 
office as best he knew how in a time 
of turmoil and trouble. 
You could quarrle with certain of 
his decisions — the decision, for 
example, to drop the atomic bomb 
in Hiroshima and Nagasaki. But 
they were decisions made without 
fear or favor in all honest of 
purpose. 
Ending nearly eight years in the 
White House, he went back to his 
hometown of Independence, putting 
down the pomp and power as though 
they had never been. He resumed 
the plain hometown life that he had 
known, often in adversity, before he 
went to Washington That was part 
of the example that Truman held up 
to the nation 
Given the way we choose our vice 
presidents who in seven instances 
have fallen heir to the presidency, 
he was far better than we deserved. 
That is something to cherish in this 
time of trial and tribulation. 
It is, as Emmett John Hughes puts 
it in his study of the office, a “living 
presidency” : blurred, blotted and 
disgraced at times, yet it lives.

jockeying around in an opportunistic 
fashion, it would appear that all 
anybody has to do is self label 
themselves 
“politician" 
and 
it 
qualifies one for any post. 
It would be well for all of us voters 
to carefully study the backgrounds 
of all political candidates to see if 
their qualifications fit the post they 
are seeking.

In the casket room 


"John, you are the best secretary I've ever had, and I 
would like to confide a personal problem in you. You

The hallway walls were pale 
cinderblock and the carpet pale 
orange. An organ chorus, piped 
throughout the mortuary, reached 
muffled sentimental highs at the 
point of audibility. 


Slowly down the 
corridor, past the 
gilded plaster cupid 
in a rounded recess, 
rolled 
the 
m or­ 
ticians 
baritone, 
describing services 
and 
f e e s .

e l e c t r i c 
sh o e 
polisher waited on 
the floor outside the 
door to the garage. 
Life went on. 
And off 
the 
hallway 
in this 
Lompoc mortuary, as there is in all 
mortuaries, was the casket room, a 
show room for the relatives of some 
of those who would indeed go gentle 
into that goodnight. 


There 
are 
wood 
and 
metal 
caskets, the two main classes, from 
the simple cloth covered wood 
caskets that poor people bought and 
would last in the ground perhaps two 
years, to the splendid, all-metal 
Cadillacs of the caskets which would 
remain after ‘200 or more. And the 
sales value of them all, whether the 
$150 wooden boxes or the gorgeous 
$3,000 top-of-the-line vaults, abides 
in a single human motive: that the 
burial 
capsule 
shall 
not 
be 
breached; that time shall go no 
further; that the dead shall be 
protected. 


There are shiny, silvery metal 
caskets with goblets in relief on the 
sides and dignified dark hardwood 


caskets with red velvet pillows and 
beds. There are metal caskets with 
interchangeable emblems for their 
four corners, Madonnas, Masonic 
Order emblems, anything. There 
were laced over babies’ caskets like 
big birthday cakes. 
And there were caskets, most of 
the caskets, with enough frothy 
overflowing embroidery and frilly 
stitched pillows and finery to raise a 
blush on 
the cheeks of Marie 
Antoinette, even if the embalming 
fluids couldn’t 
Perhaps 
the 
monarch of the 
caskets is the Guardian Monoseal 
Casket, “ a triumph of scientific 
protection,” as the literature reads, 
and a marvel as well for what it
